tion over methods to solve the farm- 
er's problems, a 
broad 
program 


seems to have been sifted out of the 
numerous proposals advocated and 
only one major remnant of the old 
differences appears on the surface 
to furnish material for a division of 
sentiment. 


This is the export deben*»ire plan, 


•which is sh-oligly favored by .01 "ele- 
ment of the senate. The house is 
-regarded by administration 
leaders 


as opposed to the plan, but if the 
present movement in the 
senate 


should gain any material headway, 
the larm bill might, be delayed for 
some weeks Tjefore the issue could 
be settled. 


However, even those in the senate 


who favor the debenture plan are 
not insistent that the proposed fed 
oral farm board be forced to use 
this method of financing the handling 
of exportable surpluses. Their plan 
is to add a provision to the farm 
measure giving the board authority 
to use it if it sees fit. 


PREDICT SENATE FIGHT 


The debenture controversy is ex- 


pected by senate leaders to break 
out on the floor even though the 
senate agriculture committee turns 
tho plan down. 
The 
Democratic 


leaders are attempting to solidify 
their party ranks in favor of the 
plan and while they are greatly out 
numbered by the Republican, major- 
ity, they hope to win over enough 
independent 
Republican 
senators 


from the middle west to attain then- 
objective. 


Tho first test of the 
debenture 


group's strength will come in the 
senate committee this week when 
the plan is voted upon. 


The house agriculture committee 


will bring its farm bill to the floor 
"Wednesday. 
Leaders 
there have 


agreed to go to work on it immedi- 
ately and they hope to pass it not 
later than a week from today. The 
senate committee plans to report its 
'bill Thursday, after which leaders 
expect to adjourn until Monday. 


The senate and house bills both 


provide for a strong federal farm 
board whoso scope of activity will 
reach into every social and economic 
phase of American life that touches 
upon agriculture.

German Says 
Debt Figure 
Is Too High 


Schacht Tells Commission 


That Annuities Cannot Be 
Met by Nation

Paris—Dr. Hjalmaf Schacht, chief 


of the German reparations delega- 
tlon, Tuesday definitely rejected the 
recent allied reparations figures as 
being1 beyond Germany's capacity to 
pay. It was'announced that he will 
appear before t a plenary session 
Wednesday afternoon to submit Ger- 
man counter-proposals with a com 
plete schedule of annuities. 


Paris—OP)—Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 


German reparations expert, told the 
preparations 
commission 
Tuesday 


that the allied reparations annuities 
proposed on Saturday exceeded Ger 
many's capacity to pay. 


Tuesday's session opened with the 


distribution of a 
table of figures 


showing how the creditor nations had 
arrived at the proposed annuities. 
This table had been requested Mon- 
day by Dr. Schacht, who without 
discussing the total, asked for more 
light on the individual items.. 


After the tables were distributed 


there arose a general discussion in 
which Dr. Schacht took the lead as 
to the ability of Germany to meet 
the proposed payments. 


Thus began the period of real bar 


gaining which will probably result in 
more or less whittling down of. the 
proposed -(annuities. As the discus- 
sion went on, the atmosphere around 
the lobbies yOf the Hotel George V 
was more optimistic. 
There was a 


general feeling In expert circles that 
some sort of an agreement was now 
certain. 


There was also less expectation in 


German circles as to the failure of 
the conference in view of the fact 
that unless the experts reach an 
agreement the allies will ^certainly 
fall back on the Dawes plan which 
requires greater effort from the Reich 
than any new arrangement likely to 
be adopted.

Tuesday forwarded the nomination 
of Charles Gates Dawes. former vice 
president, to be ambassador to Eng- 
land the senate confirmed It with- 
out a roll call. 


President Hoover also has selected 


men to fill the five vacant feder- 
al judgeships in New York state 
and will send their nominations to 
the senate Wednesday. 


The senate accorded Mr. Dawes 


the honor of considering his nomina- 
tion without the usual procedure of 
referring it to committee. 


Immediate approval also was giv- 


en to the nomination of Joseph Dix- 
on, former senator from Montana, 
who has been selected by President 
Hoover as the assistant secretary 
of the interior. 


The three score other nominations 


by Mr. Hoover, Including mostly 
postmasterships, were referred to 
committees in accordance with the 
regular practice.

M. Morin of Pennsylvania, to be a 
member of the United States Em-

fused to comment upon the restora-

Hoover, and It was naturally sup- 
posed that the conversation at the 
White House veered to that subject. 


Representative Frear was put back 


on tho powerful ways and means 
committee before the end of

ber of the sub-committees working 
on the chemicals, oils, and paint 
schedules, and on the

Representative Frear was

off the ways and means committee 
when the Wisconsin delegation was 
"read out of the party" following 
the La Follette 
presidential cam- 


paign. The Republican organization 
in the House of Representatives at 
that time refused to allow any of 
tl. Wisconsin members to be chair- 
men of tho house- committees, even 
though their seniority entitled them 
to chairmanships, and took Wiscon- 
sin members off the major commit- 
tees. 


If patronage rights are restored as 


expected. Representative George J. 
Schneider, Appleton, will name the 
postmasters in the Ninth congres- 
sional district, make the recommen- 
dation for appointment of the dis- 
trict census supervisor, and have 
a hand in other

potash, ilost states have laws which 
require that the analysis of a com- 
mercial fertilizer be printed onXthe 
bag it comes in. 


For the home garden a balanced 


fertilizer containing 
each of the 


three elements in fair proportion is 
required. The formula 5-7-5, for ex- 
ample, is well balanced. For a spe- 
cial use emphasis may be put upon 
ono clement, as for example, lawn 
growing, where a formula rich in 
nitrogen, such as 12-S-S, would often 
be preferred; or a mixture for flower 
growing, where an extra quantity of 
phosphates might be needed.

fur the average home garden one 
formula will be found to do for eve- 
rything very well.

attention will be given to following 
the directors on the bag with the 
greatest care.

to the special session of congress: 


To the Congress 
of the 
United 


States: 


I have called this special session 


of congress to redeem two pledges 
given in the last election—farm re- 
lief and limited changes in thp tar- 
iff. 


The difficulties of the agricultural 


industry arise out of a multitude of 
causes. A heavy indebtedness was 
inherited by tho industry from the 
deflation processes of 1920. Disor- 
derly and wasteful methods of mar- 
keting, have developed. The grow- 
ing specialization 
in tho industry 


has for years been increasing the 
proportion 
of products that now 


leave the farm and, in consequence, 
prices have been unduly depressed 
by congested marketing at the har- 
vest 'or by the occasional climatic 
surpluses. 
Railway 
rates 
have 


necessarily increased. 
There 
has 


been a growth of competition in' the 
world markets from countries that 
enjoy cheaper labor or more nearly 
virgin soils. There was a great ex- 
pansion 
of pi duction 
from 
our 


marginal lands during the war, and 
upon these profitable enterprise un- 
der normal conditions can 
not- be 


maintained. Meanwhile their con- 
tinued output tends to aggravate the 
situation. Local taxes have doubled 


\and in some cases trebled. 
Work 


K animals have been steadily replaced 


l,y mechanical appliances, 
thereby 


decreasing the consumption of farm 
products. 
There are many 
other 


contributing causes. 


AGRICULTURE LAGS BEHIND 
The general result has been that 


our agricultural industry has 
not 


kept pace in prosperity or standards 
of living with other lines of industry. 


There being no disagreement as to 


the need of farm relief, the problem 
before us becomes one of method by 
which relief may be most success- 
fully brought about. Because of the 
multitude of causes and because ag- 
riculture is not one industry but a 
score of industries, we are confront- 
ed not with a single problem alone 
but a great number of problems. 
Therefore there is no single plan or 
principle that can be generally ap- 
plied. Some of the forces working to 
the detriment of agriculture can be 
greatly mitigated by improving our 
waterway transportation; some of 
them by reiddjustment of the tariff: 
some by .better understanding 
and 


adjustment of production needs; and 
some by improvement in the meth- 
ods of marketing. 


An effective tariff upon agricul- 


tural products, that •will compensate 
the farmer's higher costs and higher 
standards of living, has a dual pur- 
pose. Such a tariff not only protects 
the farmer in our domestic market 
but it also stimulates him to diversi- 
fy his crops and to grow products 
that he could not otherwise produce, 
and thus 
lessens 
his dependence 


upon exports'to foreign markets. The 
great expansion of production abroai] 
under the conditions I have 
men- 


tioned renders foreign competition in 
our 
export 
markets increasingly 


»^f,erious. It seems but natural, there- 


fore, that the American facmer, hav- 
ing been greatly handicapped in hi 
foreign market by such competition 
from the younger expanding coun- 
tiies. should ask that foreign acco-^ 
to our domestic market should bo 
regulated by taking into account the 
differences in our costs of produc- 
tion. 


NEED DEFINITE SYSTEM 


The government 
has a 
spec'ol 


mandate from the recent 
election, 


not only to further develop our wa- 
terways and revise the agricultural 
tariff, but also to extejid systematic 
relief in other directions. 


I have long held that the multi- 


plicity of causes of agricultural de- 
pression could only be met by the 
creation of a great instrumentalitj 
clothed with sufficient authority and 
resources to assist our farmers to 
meet these problems, each upon its 
own merits. The creation of such an 
agency would at once transfer the- 
agricultural question from the field 
of politics into the realm of econom- 
ics and would result in constructive 
Action. The administration is pledged 
to create an 
instrumentality 
that 


will investigate 
the 
causes, find 


sound remedies, and have the 
au- 


thority and resources to apply those 
remedies. 


The pledged purpose of such a 


federal farm board is the reorganiza- 
tion of the marketing system on 
Founder and more stable and more 
economic lines. To do this the board 
will require funds to assist in creat- 
ing and sustaining farmer-owned 
and farmer-controlled agencies for a 
variety of purposes, such as the ac- 
quisition of adequate 
warehousing 


and other facilities for marketing: 
adequate working capital to be ad- 
vanced against commodities lodged 
for storage: necessary and prudent 
advances 
to corporations 
created 


and owned by farmers' marketing 
organizations for the purchase and 


t orderly marketing of surpluses oc- 


irusioned by climatic variation or by 
harvest congestion; to authorize the 
creation and 
support 
of 
clearing 


houses, especially for perishable pro- 
ducts, through which, under 
pro- 


ducers' approval, cooperation can be 
established with 
distributors and 


processors to more orderly market- 
ing of commodities and for the elimi- 
nation of many wastes in distribu- 
tion: and to provide for licensing of 
handlers of some perishable 
pro- 


ducts so as to eliminate unfair prac- 
tices. Every penny of waste be- 
tween farmer and consumer that we 
can eliminate, whether 
it arises 


from methods of distribution 
or 


from hazard or speculation, will be 
a gain to both farmer and consumer, j 


FARMER NEEDS GUIDANCE 
In addition to these special pro- 


visions in the direction of improved 
returns, the board should be organ- 
ized to investigate ever}' field of eco- 


ic h?vttiriiicnw *.or htic ^arii*cr so 


as to furnish guardance as to need 
in protection, to devise methods' for 
elimination of unprofitable marginal 
lands and their adaptation to other 
uses; to develop industrial by-prod- 
ucts and to survey a score of other 
fields of helpfulness. 


Certain safeguards must naturally 


surround these activities and the in- 
strumentalities that ' arc created. 
Certain vital principles must be ad- 
hered to in order that we may not 
undermine the freedom of our farm- 
ers and of our people as a whole by 
bureaucratic and governmental domi- 
nation and interference. 
"We must 


not 
undermine 
initiative. 
There 


should be no fee or tax imposed up- 
on the farmer. 
Xo 
governmental 


agency should engage in the buying 
and selling and price-fixing of prod- 
ucts, for such courses can lead onty 
to 
bureaucracy 
and 
domination. 


Government funds should 
not 
be 


loaned or facilities duplicated where 
other services of credit and 
facili- 


ties are available at reasonable rates. 
No activities should be set in motion 
that will result in increasing the 
surplus production, as such will de 
feat any plans of relief. 


PRAISES FARM GROUPS 


The most progressive movement in 


all agriculture has been the upbuild- 
ing of the farmer's own marketing 
organizations, which now embrace 
nearly two million farmers in mem 
bershlp and annually distribute near- 
ly $2,500,000,000 worth of farm prod 
ucts. These organizations have ac 
quired experience In virtually every 
branch of their Industry, and 
fur 


nlsh a substantial basis upon which 
to build further organization. Not 
all these 
marketing 
organizations 


are farmer owned or farmer 
con 


trolled. In order to strengthen and 
not to undermine them, all proposals 
for governmental assistance should 
originate with 
such 
organizations 


and be the result of their 
applica- 


tion. 
Moreover, by such bases of 


organization the government will be 
removed 
from 
engaging 
in 
the 


business of agriculture. 


The difficulties of agriculture can 


not be cured in a day; they can not 
be cured by legislation; they can not 
be cured by the federal government 
alone. 
But farmers and their or- 


ganizations can be assisted to over 
come these inequalities. 
Every ef- 


fort of this character is an experi- 
ment, and we shall find from our ex- 
perience the way to further advance. 


\Ve must make a start. With the 
creation of a great instrumentality 
of this character, of a strength and 
importance equal to that of those 
which we have created for transpor- 
tation and banking, we sUe imme- 
diate assurance of the determined 
purpose of the government to meet 
tho difficulties of which \\e are now 
aware, and to create an 
agency 


through which constructive 
action 


for the future will be assured. 


In this treatment of this problem 
we recognize the responsibility ot 
the people as a whole, and we shall 
lay the foundations for a new day in 
agriculture, from which we- shall 
preserve to the nation

In considering the tariff for other 


industries than agriculture, we ti.ul

KEEP UP STANDARD 


No discrimination 
against any 


foreign industry 
is involved 
in 


iqualizlng the difference in costs of» 
production at home and abroad and 
thus taking from foreign producers 
the advantages ' they derive from 
paying 
lower 
wages 
to 
labor. 


Indeed, such equalization is not only 
a measure of social justice at home, 
but by the lift it gives to our stan- 
dards of living we increase the de- 
demand for those goods from abroad 
that we do not ourselves produce. In 
a large sense we have learned that 
the cheapening of the 
toiler de- 


creases rather than promotes per- 
manent prosperity because 
it re- 


duces the consuming ppwer of the 
people. 


In determining changes in our 


tariff we must not fail to take into 
account the board interests of the 
country as a whole, and such inter- 
ests include our trade relations with 


other countries. It Is obviously un- 
wise protection which sacrifice* a 
greater amount of employment in 
exports to gain a less amount of em- 
ployment from imports. 


I am impressed with the fact that 


we also need important revision In 
some of the administrative phases of 
tho tariff. 
The tariff 
commission 


should be reorganized and 
placed 


upon a basis of higher salaries In or- 
der that he may at all times com- 
mand men of the broadest attain- 
ments. 
Seven years, of experience 


have proved the principle of flexible 
tariff to be practical, and in the long 
^•iew a most important principle to 
maintain. However, the basis upon 
which the^tarift commission makes 
it« rwommt»ndntiop« 
t<> the ni-esi- 


dent for administrative changes in 
the rates of duty slioiiKl be made 
more automatic and more compre- 
hensive, to the end that the time 
icquiied for determinations by ihe 
tariff commission shall he greatly 
shortened.

Furthermore, considenible weak- 


nesses on tho administrative side of 
the tariff have developed, especially 
in tho valuations for assessments of 
duty. There are cases of undervalu- 
tions that are difficult to discover 
without access of the books of for- 
eign manufacturers, which they are 
reluctant to offer. This has become 
also a great source of friction abroad. 
There is 
increasing shipment of 


goods on consignment, particularly 
by foreign shippers to concerns that 
they control in tho United States 
and this practice makes valuations 
diflicult to determine. I believe it is 
desirable to furnish to the treasury 
a sounder basis for valuation in these 
and other cases. 


It is my undcrtsanding that It Is 


tho purpose of the lenders of con- 
gress to confine the deliberations of 
the session mainly to the questions 
of farm relief and tai iff.

driving force left after the heart has 
driven the blood into the capillaires. 


Capillaries are not little blood ves- 


sels at all. They are merely spaces 
between the fibers or cells of the Us 
sue. Blood soaks, oozes or percolates 
thru tho tissue as milk docs thru a 
filter of cotton or water thru a piece 
of blotting paper. 


Your breathing is the main 'factor 


in drawing the blood from the capil- 
laries back thru the veins to the 
heart. 
With the act of inspiration, 


taking in breath, there is consider 
able suctiorr'upon the-blood in veins 
and capillaires, from tho lowering of 
pressure in the great veins in the 
chest. The diaphram contracts dur 
ing inspiration, pressing downward 
upon 'the liver and " stomach and 
causing the front abdominal wall to 
bulge (if the {individual is not

posed to such ways of nature), and

view of this fact, a fanner who does 
not wish "to go to the trouble ant 
expense of constructing the equip- 
ment for dusting his grain may fee 
safe in the use of formaldehyde. As 
gram diseases may take a heavy tol 
on the product 
of untreated seed 


this season, the county agent la ad 
vising the treatment of seed grain 
by one method or another. 


The various methods of treating 


grain are described by the county 
agent as follows: 


Formaldehyde has been widely 


used for treating oats and barely for 
the control of smut. It does an ef- 
ficient Job. but under some 
condi 


lions reduces germination and can 
not be used much in advance of seed' 
mgf It is a wet treatment and for 
that reason is objected to by many 
farmers. 


In tho sprinkling method, use one 


pint 37-40 per cent commercial for 
maldehyde to 35-40 gallons of water. 
Sprinkle the solution on the ^e 
using about one gallon to the bushel, 
shoveling over at the same time to 
make sure of thorough and uniform 
wetting. Shovel into a pile and cov- 
er with clean sacks, blankets or 
canvas for two hours. 
After 
the 


covering period, open the piles and 
stir occasionally. Sow as soon as'the 
seed will run freely. 


HERE IS FORMULA 


In the dipping method, have one 


or two barrels half to three-fourths 
full of formaldehyde solution, 
one 


pint of formaldehyde to 
35*40 gal 


Ions of water. Fill burlap sacks 
about two-thirds full of grain, soak 
the seed for five minutes in the so- 
iution, drain into the barrel, dump 
into a pile and cover with sacks, 
blankets or sacks for two hours. 


In the dry method, in some cases 


a mixture of formaldehyde and wa 
ter, equal parts, is atomized in a 
common hand fly sprayer onto the 
grain while it is shoveled from pile 
;o pile on a clean floor. Te atom- 
izer should be 
held close 
to <_ t,he 


?rain. Cover the pile for four or 
live hours. One quart of "50-50" so- 
ution will be sufficient for about 
40 bushels of grain. The treatment 
by this method should be given the 
day before sowing. 


Copper carbonate dust has prac- 


.ically taken the place of formalde- 
lyde for controlling bunt or stink- 
ng smut in wheat. 
Use a closed 


container as a barrel churn or a 
barrel mounted on saw horses. The 
ifled barrel type of duster seems 
he most efficient It is no^ dlffi- 


to shovel the grain and dust to- 


gether on the floor. 
Copper car- 


bonate dust does not cause injury 
o the germination of seed "on stand- 
n-; after treatment. It Is not rec- 
immended for treating oats 
and 


barley. Use 2-4 ounces per bushel. 


Ceresan dust has given very good 


control of oat and barley smuts, the 
seedling bhglits of these grains and 
barley stripe. Treatment should be 
given 'wtihin a month of seeding as 
some injury to germination may re- 
sult when treated grain is stored 
or a greater length of time. ^ The 
cos't at present prices will run about 
10 cents a bushel for 
material in 


average amounts. It is common to 
secure an Increase of 10 or more 
bushels per acre when the seed is 
given ,the dust treatment. Use 3-4 
ounces per bushel.
